MAYOR'S PROCLAMATION AIDS 
LOCAL CELEBRATION. 


Anniversary of Planting of Old 
Glory Over This City Sixty Years 
Ago Will Be Commemorated by Ad- 
dresses and Songe—Four Organiza- 
tions Make Plans. 


For the first time in the history of 
the city, the anniversary of the rais- 
ing of the American flag here in 1846 
will be properly commemorated. Prep- 
arations for a celebration have been 
made by the Associated Veterans of 
the Mexican War, the Pioneer Society, 
the Native Sons and the Native Daugh- 
ters. 

In response to « petition from these 
bodies, Mayor McAleer yesterday issued 
@ proclamation deciaring the after- 
noon of August 13 a holiday, tin honor 
of the sixtieth anniversary of Augus’ 
13, 1846, when Commodore Robert F.: 
Stockton firs: raised the American ‘lag 
over the city of Los Angelcs. 

All over the State the sixtieth anni- 
versary of the fleg-raising has been 
commemorated. March 4 was the first 
celebration, in honor of the unofficial 
flinging to the winds of the banner at 
Freemont Peak, near San Jaun Bautista. 
The first time the American flag was 
officially displayed was July 17, 1846, 
when Commcdore John Drake Sloat. 
took possession of Monterey. The anni- 
versary of this .vent was celebrated 
last month at Monterey. Again, at 
San Francisco, amid the ruins, July 9, 
was celebrated in honor of the flag and 
Commander B, Montgomery, who 
raised it there.
